schedule. Today , trucks and trailers 
are rolling on this great 
highway , 
“ high-balling” supplies and munitions 
to air bases within bomber range of 
J apanese territory . 


E n gin eers B u ild L a rgest A irfield 
In U. S. 


In an unpublicized ceremony 
the 
Army ’s Corps of Engineers turned 
ov er to the Air Forces the first and 
biggest dispersal-ty pe 
airfield 
ev er 
built in the United States; the 4,360 
acre Camp Springs fighter plane base 
in Mary land, on the Potomac near 
Washington, and designed to inter­ 
cept enemy raids on the capitol. 
Al­ 
together Camp Springs is a 
mile­ 
stone in American military av iation, 
and it took a colossal engineering job 
to accomplish it. Summing up their 
achiev ement the Army Engineers re­ 
ported that the field cost $20,000,000 
and required 8 ,000,000 
man-hours 
of work, besides taking more equip­ 
ment than had been used ev er before 
on any project in the country . 
The 
field was so v a st that in order 
to 
observ e 
all 
runway s 
the 
control 
tower had to be 131 feet high — 
more than twice the av erage. 
L a y ing M ines by the S q u a re M ile 
J erry has taught us how effectiv e 
mine fields can be when sowed 
by 
the square mile and the Fifth Army 
Engineers pride themselv es in figur­ 
ing out new and better methods 
of 
lay ing v a st areas with ex plosiv es of 
all ty pes as a defensiv e wall or to 
“ channelize” any enemy atta ck such 
as that which broke through 
the 
weak mine fields a t Kasserine Gap. 
The quick adoption of 
this 
lesson 
stopped the panzer attacks a t 
El 
Guetter when the mine fields forced 
the Germans into American gunfire, 
although admittedly the 
Herculean 
effort was partly the courageously 
efficient work of the Engineers out­ 
fit which sav ed the day with a last- 
minute mining. 
C om ba t E n gin eer* In B ize rte F in a le 
Squads of Combat Engineers were 
used in the Bizerte mop-up to find 
and kill a score or more of German 
rearguard soldiers still holding in the 
debris and sniping at unwary walk­ 
ers. These Combat Engineers go in 
ev ery house and check for mines and 
booby traps as well as snipers. 
The 
Germans did not place many booby 
traps, because 
the 
French 
were 
watching ev ery 
mov e 
they 
made. 
This grim little band o f Engineers 
had set about the task 
of 
taking 
house by house and street by street 
the city they already held in force 
and in which Nazi snipers were fight­ 
ing a dela y ing action in the hope 
that trapped troops on the peninsula 
could be ev acuated before the Amer­ 
icans annihilated them. 


S u p plies For R ussia 
When the story of this war ev ent­ 
ually is told American “ imagineer- 
ing” will hav e a high place. It is in 
large part a war of transportation 
and supplies, of getting materials to 
where they are needed when 
they 
are needed. Wonders hav e been ac­ 
complished in this respect, 
for in­ 
stance, the supply route to 
Russia 
ov er Iran. It is to the 
ev er-lasting 
credit of the Corps of Engineers the 
dev elopment of those channels 
of 
supply , the blazing of those 
new 
paths ov er seemingly unconquerable 
obsta cles.— Engineers’ Headquarters, 
San Antonio.

On Artificial Limbs

One of the rarest talks the Ham­ 
lin Rotary Club ev er listened to was 
giv en Wednesday 
by 
our 
y oung 
friend, J erry W aggoner, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Waggoner. 
As all of the readers of the Her­ 
ald know, perhaps, J erry had 
the 
misfortune of loosing his left 
leg 
just abov e the 
knee 
about 
nine 
months ago. By his almost unlimited 
will power, natural bodily strength 
and untiring efforts, he is fa st be­ 
coming a real boy again, despite that 
handicap. So he has been doing lota 
of study ing, 
inv estigating, 
ex peri­ 
menting, counseling, and ev en trav ­ 
eling to learn all he can about Ar­ 
tificial Limbs, and his talk W ednes­ 
day was an 
ey e-opener-ear-opener 
to the men of long ex perience 
at 
the Rotary Club. 
J erry gav e a history of artificial 
limb dev elopments since the 
Civ il 
War. He dispelled the old idea that 
there are cork legs. He had with him 
samples of light, but v ery hard and 
strong plastic made 
from 
cotton, 
and molded to fit any leg or arm. He 
had literature showing what 
boy s 
with ev en no arms or legs could do, 
illustrations of the v arious means of 
doing things with one hand or leg. 
J erry said one firm came to Hamlin 
and began to tell him what he could 
not do, and by and with the adv ice 
of another y oung man he got 
in 
touch with another artificial 
limb 
firm and so now a fter just 
a 
few 
weeks of practice J erry is doing the 
things he was told he could not do. 
That’s the American boy 's spirit. So 
J erry say s he hopped on a bicy cle 
and rode 1 8 blocks, and stair-steps, 
shucks; “ I go right up.” J erry ev en 
went so far as to say , “ Why there 
are some things I can do that y ou 
men can’t” so he illustrated by kick­ 
ing his left leg right square up in 
front of his fa ce, and momentarily 
held it there. So there’s 
why 
the 
men sat spell-bound and learned di­ 
rect from that y oung fellow who is 
a model of power and determination 
to dev elop into a great and useful 
man. Yes sir, J erry y ou can knock a 
home-run, keep 
batting 
and 
y our 
fans will increase by the hundreds.

Gathering Scrap Iron 


Fifty soldiers from Camp Barke- 
ley under the 
direction 
of 
Sgt. 
Strane are quartered in Anson and 
hav e begun a house to house canv as 
of the county 
seeking 
idle 
scrap 
metals and rubber. The Agricultural 
Victory Chain is assisting with this 
driv e in the rural areas by carry ing 
information about the army 
scrap 
driv e to each farm family . 
Civ ic 
leaders are assisting with the driv e 
in towns and cities. 
Ev ery house in the county will be 
v isited by a detail of soldiers with an 
army truck and scrap will be hauled 
directly from each house. All scrap 
picked up by the army must be g ift 
scrap. Sgt. Strane is anx ious that 
each farmer or rancher decide what 
scrap he plans to giv e before 
the 
trucks come around, and leav e this 
information with some person a t the 
house. This will prev ent repeat calls 
which are wa steful and 
ex pensiv e. 
Where it is necessary , tenant fa rm ­ 
ers should contact their 
landlords 
and find out what scrap is 
to 
he 
giv en. 
All scrap donated to the army is 
sold and the proceeds sent directly 
to the U. S. Treasurer. The army is 
collecting this metal and rubber only 
because of the serious need of it. 
Old car bodies will be collected 
in 
this driv e but tin cans will not be in­ 
cluded since they go through a dif­ 
ferent channel.— J ames Binion, Co.

Social Security Board, 9 1 2 Mav er­ 
ick Building, San Antonio, the first 
eight y ears of the operation of the 
Social Security Act has these fa cts, 
according to the figures the Herald 
finds in the report for J une, 1 9 4 3. 
The Needy Aged 
(2 ,1 8 1 ,7 0 0 of 
them) receiv ed $53,38 5,0 0 0 . 
The Needy Blind (53,8 0 0 of them 
in 
the 
United 
States) 
receiv ed 
$1 ,39 0 ,0 0 0 . 
The Dependent Children (7 3 9 ,0 0 0 
of them from 30 2 ,8 0 0 families) 
re­ 
ceiv ed $1 1 ,7 1 7 ,0 0 0 , 
a grand total of 
$6 6 ,4 9 2 ,0 0 0 
in that one month. 
No w let’s remember this Act has 
been in operation just eight y ears, 
and the grand total distributed 
by 
the Federal, 5 ta te and local gov ern­ 
ments, reaches the enormous sum of 
Four Billion, 8 7 million, eight hun­ 
dred eighty -two thousand, eight hun­ 
dred fifty dollars 
($4,08 7 ,8 8 2,8 5 0) 
to the three classes of people in the 
United States. Ev en the shock of war 
does not a ffect this modern method 
of helping humanity , where needed. 
And this is but a small 
corner 
of 
what the Social Security Act means 
to the working and independent cit­ 
izenship of the nation. Yet, y es, and 
y et, when this new 
gov ernmental 
serv ice was proposed after the grea t 
depression of 1 9 30 -33, the party not 
responsible for it was much against 
it, then but not now. The Social Se­ 
curity Act was the greatest piece of 
legislation enacted in 
the 
United 
States within the past hundred y ears.
